At. the end af the year, SMV Purchasing Office officials assessed the value of 
SMV property held in the Central warehouse in Neusiadi at a toth)l of 40,000,000 
schillings and Lobou warehouse stocks at 2.000,000 schillings. According to 
sales receipts submitted to the SUV Purchasing Office, the SMV sald 15,600,000 
schillings worth of materials and ecuinment from the Gentral Larehouse during 
December L949. 


4. During the Jatter nart of December 4449, 290 tons of tank sheeting were trans~ 
ferred from the Lobau refinery and cne carload of shest metal was delive red 
by Sehmidhuette, Kreme. to the SMV Central carehouse in Weusied)- 


5. At the end of December 1949, SMV employees sold 100 tone of tank sheeting from 
the Lobau warehouse for thelr oun personal pain. A total of 100 tons of serap 
melals were soid from thia same warehouse to Otte THsSSLER for 1.10 schillings 
per kilorram.% 


&. The SMV has completed the sale of its property from the "Ckeros" refinery at 
Stockeray, SMV orices were alleredly about 15 times less the oririnal value 
of the equipment and muterials soid. 
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The SMV is now preparing to sell out the contents of the wiener Neudorf 
warenouse by the spring of 1950, It seenis likely from the absurd prices 
which OMV officials are charging for such items as stereotelescope lenses, 
that the soviets have no accurate inventory records indleating the quantity 
or value of items now held in this warehouse, 


4 shortage of trucks has temporarily delayed completion of SMV 7ismant ling 
operations at Moosbierbaum. Meanwhile, the SMV is dismantling installa= 
tions at the Stockeraa harbor. To date 50 truck leads of conduit pipe have 
been officially transferred from the Stockerau harbor to the Lotau warehouse, 
Central #arehouse in Neusiedl, and to Matcen; actually SMV employees have 
sold privately 20 of the 50 truck loads for 830,000 schillings 1
